SC MEETING WAS SCHEDULED FOR AFTERNOON JULY 26 AT REQUEST 
OF CYPRUS TO CONSIDER CONTINUING TURKISH CEASEFIRE VIOLATIONS, 

BUT IN LIGHT ON-GOING GENEVA NEGOTIATIONS ALL SC MEMBERS 
AGREED MEETING WOULD BE POINTLESS AND DECIDED. WITH AMB 
ROSSIDES' ACQUIESCENCE, TO POSTPONE IT UNTIL JULY 27. 

ROSSIDES, WHO OBTAINED MAKARIOS' AGREEMENT NOT TO INSIST ON 
MEETING. EMPHASIZED TO AMB BENNETT HE "DOES NOT TAKE 
INSTRUCTIONS FROM CLERIDES." BRITISH HAD ANODYNE DRAFT
